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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the invention patented in 
Patent No. 5,844,998 (Nageno). 

With respect to independent claim 1 an telephonic interview was conducted on 15 August 
2006 with Bala Sundararajan,, in which it was concluded that Figure 1 should be labeled.as Prior 
Art. Furthermore, the limitations "wherein the acoustic resistor is arranged inside the housing 
with respect to the front volume behind the place of the sound outlet aperture of the housing and 
with respect to the front volume behind the place of the reproduction system" was discussed. It 
was concluded that the Nageno reference does not teach an acoustic resistor situated in the 
manner disclosed in these claims. 

And, for these reasons in conjunction with the other fixnctional language recited in the 
claims, claims 1 and 3 are allowed.
